They  do  not  pray  over  it,  they  [ 

do  not  consider  all  its  doctrines  as  of  practical  application;  they  I 

do  not  cultivate  that  spiritual  discernment  which  alone  can  enable  I 

them  judiciously  to  appropriate  its  promises  and  apply  its  denun-  i 

ciations  to  their  own  actual  case.  They  do  not  use  it  as  an  j 

unerring  line  to  ascertain  their  own  rectitude,  or  detect  their  own  | 

obliquity.”

Those  must  be  indeed  well  read  in  the  Bible,  and 
gifted  with  extraordinary  powers  of  memory  who  can  do  for  themselves  what 
the  book  before  us  does  for  them,  that  is,  gather  together  all  the  most  forcible 
passages  that  bear  upon  any  particular  lesson  of  importance.  In  fact,  a work  of 
this  sort  was  very  much  wanted,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  it  has  been  so 
well  executed.  Although  the  verses  are  detached  from  their  context,  there  is  a 
sort  of  continuity  or  association  in  each  selection,  and  thus  every  chapter,  as  it 
were,  forms  a sermon  in  which  the  language  is  that  of  Holy  Scripture  itself. —

Every  chapter  has  been  critically  revised,  and  much  additional 
matter  introduced.  No  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  this 
reprint  worthy  of  the  support  bestowed  on  the  first  issue.  Its 
value  as  a private  manual  of  religious  meditation  and  instruc- 
tion has  now  been  fully  tested ; .but  we  believe  that  such  a 
book  as  this  will  be  found  most  useful  in  family  worship,  where 
prayers  are  followed  by  reading  out  portions  of  Scripture  to  the 
household.
